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DETAILED ACTION 

Ex parte Quayle 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 74a, 74b, 74c, 74d (Figure 1), t3 (Figures 3 and 6), t5 (Figures 3, 4, and 6), 
and S1020 (Figure 8). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), 
or amendment to the specification to add the reference characters) in the description in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action.

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record does not teach or suggest an image forming apparatus 
comprising third image forming means which controls the single image forming section, 
and partially (emphasis added) stops operation of the remaining image forming 
sections, to form a monochromatic image. 

Citation of Pertinent Prior Art 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Kinouchi et al. (US Pat. No. 5,386,286) discloses an image forming apparatus 
comprising a full color mode, a single color mode, and in single copying operation, only 
one of the image forming sections is driven, and the remaining image forming sections 
are held inoperative. 

Numazu et al. (US Pat. No. 5,765,082) discloses an image forming apparatus 
comprising at the time of monochrome printing, only the image forming unit 77d is 
operated, and the other image forming units 77a through 77c are not operated. 
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Sasamoto et al. (US Pat. No. 6,324,374 B1 ) discloses an image forming 
apparatus comprising at the time of monochrome printing, only one of the image 
forming units is operated, and the other image forming units are not operated. 

Nakagawa et al. (US Pat. No. 6,738,594 B2) discloses an image forming 
apparatus comprising that photoreceptor drums for cyan, magenta, and yellow colors do 
not make any rotational motion in the monochrome image forming mode.
